ON  THE  COVER 

HISTORY    AND    SIGNIFICANCE    OF 
PHARMACY'S   NEW   COAT   OF   ARMS 


UMEROUS  SYMBOLS  have  been 
employed  by  pharmacists  since  the 
Middle  Ages.  The  Mortar  and  Pestle 
(upper  left  quarter  of  shield)  has  un- 
doubtedly been  the  most  common  and 
universally  accepted  symbol  of  pharmacy  and  re- 
cently has  been  combined  with  the  prescription 
symbol  (upper  right).  The  Bowl  of  Hygeia  (lower 
left)  has  rapidly  gained  international  recognition  as 
a  symbol  of  pharmacy  corresponding  to  the  cadu- 
ceus  of  the  physician.  Many  pharmaceutical  associa- 
tions and  most  pharmaceutical  journals  in  Europe 
and  South  America  now  employ  the  Bowl  of  Hygeia 
in  their  respective  letterheads,  journal  mastheads, 
seals  and  other  symbols.  Alchemical  symbols  are 
often  incorporated  into  various  pharmaceutical  crests 
and  coats  of  arms.  The  symbol  in  the  lower  right 
quarter  of  the  shield  is  one  of  these  and  signifies 
"to  compound." 

The  helmet  is  used  to  denote  wisdom  and  surety  in 
defense.  The  position  and  its  form  are  significant. 
The  side  view  would  mean  or  include  all  degrees  of 
peerage,  while  a  front  view  would  be  the  mark  of  a 
king  or  a  prince.  The  side  view  with  the  vizor  closed 
would  mark  the  person  a  gentleman,  esquire  or  one 
of  importance.  Thus  the  side  view  is  used  here  with 
the  vizor  closed.  The  scarf  was  used  by  the  knights 
to  keep  the  sun  off  their  helmets  and  its  significance 
is  primarily  decorative  through  association.  The 
horses  supporting  the  quartered  shield  are  incorpo- 
rated because  of  the  medicinal  contribution  of  hor- 
mones and  antitoxins  from  the  horse.  The  motto  in 
the  banner,  Secundum  Artem,  was  once  commonly 
used  on  the  prescription  meaning,  "according  to 
(the)  art." 

This  modern  coat  of  arms  for  pharmacists  represents 
a  stylized  version  of  some  of  the  traditional  symbols 
of  the  past  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  of  interest 
to  contemporary  pharmacists.

Professor  Abraham  Taub 


Farewell  Message 


Professor  Taub  retires  in  1967  after  45  years  at  the 
College  of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences  of  Columbia 
University 


It  was  just  a  few  months  before  the  termination  of  World  War  I  that  Abraham  Taub  en- 
tered the  College  as  a  student,  in  September  of  1918.  In  1921  he  was  awarded  the  Sea- 
bury  Scholarship  and  upon  his  graduation  in  1922,  he  began  his  teaching  career  at  the 
College  as  Instructor  in  Chemistry  and  Physics.  At  the  same  time  he  was  pursuing 
graduate  work  at  the  School  of  Pure  Science  of  Columbia  University.  He  advanced  suc- 
cessively to  Assistant  Professor  in  1927,  Associate  Professor  in  1937,  Professor  of 
Pharmaceutical  Chemistry  in  1948,  and  Chairman  of  the  Department  in  1959.  In  1965 
he  was  designated  the  first  Distinguished  Professor  at  our  institution. 

He  has  published  some  twenty  scientific  papers  and  received  the  American  Phar- 
maceutical Association  Ebert  Award,  as  co-medalist,  for  pharmaceutical  research.  He 
has  served  on  the  revision  board  for  several  editions  of  both  the  United  States  Pharma- 
copeia and  the  National  Formulary.  He  is  the  co-author,  with  vitamin  pioneers  Casimir 
Funk  and  M.  E.  Dubin,  of  the  Vitamin  Manual,  and  the  Textbook  of  Organic  Medicinal 
and  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry,  edited  by  Wilson,  Gisvold,  and  Doerge. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  honorary  fraternities  of  Rho  Chi  and  Sigma  Xi,  and  a  Fellow 
and  Life  Member  of  numerous  scientific  and  professional  societies.  He  has  been  a  con-  43 

sultant  to  the  pharmaceutical  industry  for  the  past  four  decades  and  has  been  granted 
eight  patents. 

He  has  been  an  active  member  of  the  Alumni  Association  since  his  graduation 
and  has  served  as  its  secretary  and  president.  In  1951  he  helped  formulate  the  basis 
for  the  Pharmacy  Alumni  Association  becoming  a  constituent  member  of  the  Alumni 
Federation  of  Columbia  University.  He  received  the  Columbia  University  Lion  Award  in 
1952,  and  the  Columbia  University  Alumni  Federation  Medal  at  Columbia's  Bicenten- 
nial in  1954.  In  1962  he  was  the  recipient  of  the  Henry  Hurd  Rusby  Award  for  Distin- 
guished Service  to  the  College. 

He  is  the  co-founder  and  vice-president  of  the  Scholarship  Aid  Fund.  In  1946  he 
sponsored,  with  his  parents,  the  Harry  Taub  Memorial  Fellowship.  Profesor  Taub  has 
been  listed  in  Who's  Who  in  America  for  more  than  a  decade.  In  1966  he  received  the 
Who's  Who  Citation  in  recognition  of  substantial  and  significant  giving  to  education  in 
America,  for  his  sponsorship,  through  annual  lifetime  contributions  and  bequest,  of  a 
Faculty  Salary  Improvement  Endowment  Fund  at  our  College. 

Among  his  civic  activities,  he  announced  on  the  occasion  of  his  receiving  the  Stuy- 
vesant  Achievement  Award  in  1962,  his  endowment  of  four-year  scholarship  awards  to 
graduates  of  his  high  school  alma  mater.  He  is  also  listed  in  Lincoln  Center  for  signifi- 
cant contributions  to  the  building  of  the  new  Metropolitan  Opera  House. 

Professor  Taub  does  not  expect  to  find  time  hanging  heavily  upon  him.  He  will 
continue  to  participate  in  the  welfare  of  the  College  and  its  Alumni  Association,  to  con- 
tinue working  as  a  consultant,  and  to  pursue  his  major  hobby — world  travel. 

He  considers  his  forty-five  years  at  the  College  of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences  of 
Columbia  University  a  truly  rewarding  experience.  Students  in  Qualitative  Pharmaceuti- 
cal chemistry  will  really  miss  his  wit  and  wisdom. 


/\  new  drug,  its  efficacy  having  been  tested  in  the  laboratories  and  clinics,  is 
about  to  be  marketed.

COMPOSITION:  Lenny®  was  first  synthesized  at  James  Monroe  High  School  labs.  This 
compound  is  a  member  of  the  Alpha  Zeta  Omega  family.  Lenny®  is  concurrently 
undergoing  toxicological  studies  at  Hunter  College  where  tests  have  proven  it  to 
be  of  great  use  in  educational  facilities. 

CHEMISTRY:  Para  Indol  Desoxy  Gallactic  Esterase  Ortho  Nitrofuroxime.  Currently 
being  used  extensively  in  retail  pharmacy,  it  is  thought  that  Lenny®  can  be  employed 
as  a  diagnostic  aid  in  teaching. 

INDICATIONS:  By  virtue  of  its  configuration,  this  agent  is  very  useful  in  dealing  with 
conditions  brought  about  by  contemporary  civilization.  It  has  on  occasion  been  used 
for  physical  deficiencies  and  is  wholly  compatible  with  the  well  known  pharmacaphor, 
misty  lizard. 

PRECAUTIONS:  Lenny®  has  been  ineffectual  in  the  treatment  of  organic  disorders  and 
a  slight  overdose  produces  acrophobia. 

NOTE:  This  drug  should  not  be  employed  unless  the  causative  agent  has  been 
accurately  identified  as  Hemophilus  influenzae. 

ADMINISTRATION  AND  DOSAGE:  5  mis.  administered  intradermal^  as  a  test  for  hy- 
persensitivity.

(Paul)  C.P.S. 


DESCRIPTION:  Although  this  product  has  been  perfected  for  use  in  the  business 
world  at  Syracuse,  it  was  studied  for  other  possible  functions  at  Columbia.  Investi- 
gational studies  on  Paul®  were  initiated  at  Midwood  High  School. 

CHEMISTRY:  Tertiary  Amyl  Racemic  Desoxy  Yohimbone 

INDICATIONS:  By  combining  the  uses  in  business  and  the  pharmaceutical  area,  Paul® 
is  indicated  for  retail  pharmacy  or  international  industrial  operations. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  Response  of  Paul®  to  physiological  and  pharmacological  testing 
was  highly  favorable.  It  has  been  established  that  Paul®  is  slow  in  onset  and  long  in 
duration. 

CONTRAINDICATION:  This  pharmaceutical  is  ineffective  as  a  general  anesthetic  be- 
cause of  its  very  slow  onset.  Does  not  act  favorably  with  other  chemical  moieties  and 
it  is  thus  planned  that  Paul®  will  find  widespread  use  as  a  foreign  licensed  chemo- 
therapeutic  drug.

DESCRIPTION:  This  enantiamorph  was  initially  isolated  at  the  research  facilities  of 
the  High  School  of  Performing  Arts.  Because  its  configuration  is  that  which  rotates 
the  plane  of  polarized  light  to  the  right,  Ken  was  cross  licensed  to  two  other  labs 
in  the  metropolitan  area  including  Fordham  and  C.C.N.Y.  It  was  examined  for  dis- 
pensing character  at  North  Dakota  University. 

CHEMICAL  STRUCTURE:   Levo  Octyl  Urethan  Dextrose 

INDICATIONS:  Involved  in  business  matters  associated  with  its  parent  compound, 
it  shows  signs  of  good  stability  with  any  business  venture  that  can  return  a  profit. 
However,  before  enjoyment  with  a  congener  of  the  opposite  configuration,  addi- 
tional  study  will   be  performed   involving  Army  maneuvers. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  It  is  of  particular  note  that  Ken®  exhibits  infinite  solubility  with 
compounds  of  an  inorganic  nature  and  good  stability  in  tests  involving  physical 
pharmacy. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS:  Functions  which  depend  on  gravity  or  electrical  potential  are 
to  be  avoided.

ACTION:  Hank®  has  recently  been  combined  with  llene  and  has  been  found  to  work 
well  in  this  form.  This  particular  compound  has  also  been  of  use  in  a  monetary 
capacity  for  curing  the  dreaded  disease  IPSF.  Hank®  has  great  potential  for  use 
in  the  management  of  retail  conditions. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  This  entity  is  in  a  form  which  makes  for  ease  of  dispensing 
and  is  of  greatest  use  in  its  control  of  biological  conditions. 

SIDE  EFFECTS:  This  drug  has  been  contraindicated  for  deep-seated  psychological 
problems  which  is  against  all  logical  reasoning.  WARNING:  In  its  present  configu- 
ration, it  may  be  of  great  harm  to  humanity  if  used  in  excess.

Some  of  the  rough  spots  of  this  entity  have  been  smoothed  out  at 
Brooklyn  College. 

CHEMISTRY:  Neomycin  Urea  Trimethidione 

CLINICAL  USES:  It  has  been  noted  that  when  this  moiety  is  used  in  combination  with 
Anita  that  its  activity  is  greatly  enhanced.  Therefore,  it  should  only  be  used  in  this 
manner.  Greatest  profit  from  this  drug  will  be  obtained  via  the  retail  level. 

ACTION:  Marsh®  has  been  used  to  catalyze  biochemical  reactions,  but  information 
obtained  from  this  experiment  has  been  lost. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS:  It  has  been  found  through  extensive  toxicological  studies  that 
Marsh  has  a  cidal  effect  on  plants  and  can  be  dangerous  to  Public  Health.

INDICATIONS:  Presently  being  used  as  a  tracer  element  from  the  U.S.  to  the  I.P.S.F. 
family  of  compounds,  Penny®  is  destined  for  use  in  graduate  school  laboratories 
for  additional  study  involving  actions  of  drugs  on  the  body.  This  entity  is  a  member 
of  the  Product  Council  and  is  in  close  ally  with  the  A. Ph. A.  The  idea  of  con- 
densing this  moiety  with  another  congener  is  continually  bobbing  up. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  Physiologically  speaking,  it  is  very  stable  when  combined  with 
drugs  of  a  foreign  atmosphere.  It  demonstrates  many  favorable  psychological  actions. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS:  Although  it  is  clearly  evident  that  it  is  different  from  the 
majority  of  compounds  being  released  this  year,  Penny®  at  times  shows  actions 
which  are  similar  to  them  after  mixing  on  the  scene.  This  dosage  form  is  difficult 
to  manufacture  leading  to  poor  business  prospects  with  shaky  mathematics.  Gram 
negative  microorganisms  degrade  Penny®  quickly.

INDICATIONS:  Johnny®  has  been  found  most  effective  in  use  against  microbiological 
species.  It  has  also  been  used  to  relieve  tingling  in  the  ears  when  used  as  a  physic. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  This  drug  is  at  present  being  used  at  the  retail  level,  but  shows 
great  potential  for  use  in  industrial  practices. 

SIDE  EFFECTS:  When  used  as  a  physic,  Johnny®  has  been  found  to  produce  large 
kack  sores.

Its  properties  make  it  essential  that  Richie®  be  transported  in  cor- 
duroy covered  packages  which  includes  a  wide  buckled  belt  to  insure  safe  shipment. 
Initially  Richie®  was  studied  in  the  James  Monroe  labs  until  his  arrival  at  C.P.S.  A 
check  on  the  refractive  index  placed  him  in  the  AZO  dye  class. 

CHEMISTRY:    Phenothiazine  Ortho  Ethisterone  Thimerosal. 

INDICATIONS:  Use  of  this  drug  is  apparent  in  the  National  Institutes  of  Health.  There 
is  also  the  possibility  that  this  entity  will  undergo  further  study  in  graduate  labs  as  an 
antibacterial.  Richie®  is  being  used  in  a  retail  capacity  at  the  present  time.  It  has  also 
been  noted  that  after  combination  with  Judith  in  August,  a  very  stable  compound  was 
formed. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  Used  mostly  in  a  biological  capacity,  this  pharmacological  agent 
has  been  known  to  combat  microorganisms  both  in  plants  and  animals.  For  a  while  it 
had  shown  follicular  tendencies. 

DOSAGE:  Apply  three  drops  twice  daily  to  affected  area  as  an  antibacterial.

CHEMISTRY:  Chloro  Lysergic  Oxytetracycline  Succinyl  Etheno  Tartrate. 

INDICATIONS:  Both  graduate  and  medical  schools  have  scrutinized  this  drug  for  its 
conscientiousness.  Double  blind  crossover  tests  are  in  progress  to  evaluate  which  of 
the  previously  mentioned  institutions  could  best  use  this  compound. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  This  molecular  fragmentation  formed  behind  closed  doors,  has 
proved  to  be  exceptionally  useful  in  mathematical  courses  involving  calculus.  In  this 
capacity,  the  entity  seems  to  act  somewhat  like  the  psychedelic  drugs  in  that  fantastic 
mind  exercises  are  elicited.

CHEMISTRY:    Fructose  Undecylenic  Digitoxin 

INDICATIONS:  This  chemical  may  be  used  in  the  retail  pharmaceutical  area  or  in  in- 
dustrial operations.  Chances  are  however,  that  this  product  will  be  improved  after  re- 
action with  another  moiety  this  summer. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  Lew®  is  highly  compatible  with  Humanities,  forming  a  clear  solu- 
tion. Combustion  does  not  exist  in  the  presence  of  this  drug.  It  has  been  professed  that 
Lew®  is  the  best  anticombustion  agent  in  his  class.  This  was  proven  when  this  single 
entity  extinguished  a  fire  in  the  organic  chemistry  lab. 

DOSAGE  AND  ADMINISTRATION:  Two  drops  in  each  nostril  three  times  a  day.

INDICATIONS:  Brucie®  is  presently  occupied  with  a  job  in  retail  pharmacy  and  APO- 
THEKAN. Its  intent  is  the  eventual  use  in  industrial  pharmacy  or  a  paraprofession, 
medicine.

DOSAGE:  One  charcoal  powder  with  milk  as  a  general  purpose  antidote.

DESCRIPTION:  This  product  was  synthesized  in  George  Washington  High  School  in 
the  Bronx,  where  it  underwent  intensive  study.  Connie*  became  part  of  the  Delta  Sig- 
ma Theta  family,  with  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  one  in  his  induction  class.  Al- 
though this  was  the  only  drug  in  the  class,  it  proved  to  be  extremely  effective  as  Con- 
nie® held  office  as  Royal  Scribe  and  Interfraternity  Council  Representative.  In  its  final 
stages  of  development,  as  a  senior  compound,  Connie®  was  Vice-President  of  the  class. 

CHEMISTRY:  Glucose  Rendulinic,  Ethyl  Endo  Kaolin 

INDICATIONS:  Presently  being  perfected  in  a  retail  pharmacy,  Connie®  eventually  will 
play  an  intricate  part  in  the  best  professional  pharmacy  of  the  future.  Through  its  ac- 
tion, Connie®  will  play  a  great  part  in  bringing  professionalism  back  to  pharmacy.  In 
February,  Connie®  formed  a  new  compound  with  Joanne,  and  this  new  formula  should 
improve  the  original  agent  greatly. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  Having  exciting,  effervescent  properties,  Connie®  was  compatible 
with  contemporary  civilization,  dispensing  pharmacy,  and  physical  pharmacy. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS:  Connie®  was  incompatible  with  English  and  Organic  Chem- 
istry. When  added  to  Quantitative  Analysis,  a  huge  agglomeration  resulted. 

DOSAGE  AND  ADMINISTRATION:    Usual  dose  is  two  grams  for  flatulance.

CLINICAL  HISTORY:  Gary®  has  been  found  to  produce  a  peculiar  gelatinous  red 
precipitate  in  the  absence  of  shaving  cream.  It  has  found  use  in  official  capacities 
and  has  also  been  instrumental  in  setting  regulations  of  the  I.F.C. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  Mathematically,  Gary®  has  been  shown  to  be  extremely  useful 
in  physiologic  disorders  and  has  been  employed  as  a  standard  for  pharmacological 
tests. 

PRECAUTIONS:  This  drug  is  absolutely  useless  for  treatment  of  any  disease  which 
is  of  botanical  origin.

When  it  was  decided  that  this  entity  should 
undergo  short  term  stability  studies  at  Columbia,  powers  that  be  were  fairly  sure  of 
the  ensuing  results.  Indeed  they  were  favorable.  It  was  shortly  thereafter  that  it  was 
placed  in  the  N.A.A.P.R.  (National  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Puerto  Ricans) 
class  of  drugs. 

CHEMICAL  STRUCTURE:  Wax  Oxy  Malonic  Ethyl  Nitrate 

INDICATIONS:  Presently  being  used  in  retail  activities,  it  is  indicated  that  Jewelio® 
may  eventually  appear  on  the  hospital  pharmacy  scene.  Due  to  the  fact  that  this 
moiety  mixes  well  with  compounds  of  the  opposite  charge,  experimentation  will  be  con- 
tinued to  determine  which  compound  will  react  best. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  This  moiety  has  many  physical  properties  which  allow  it  to  maintain 
good  stability  and  its  pharmacological  actions  on  the  body  are  excellent. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS:  A  poor  economic  position  has  caused  difficulty  to  this  point. 

DOSAGE  AND  ADMINISTRATION:  One  tablet  at  cocktail  time. 
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Robert  Gordon 

(Bob)  C.P.S. 


DESCRIPTION:  Although  it  is  small  in  dose,  Bob®  is  a  very  potent  drug.  Its  ring  struc- 
ture falls  into  the  Alpha  Zeta  Omega  family  and  has  been  used  in  combination  with  the 
APHA,  IPSF  and  has  demonstrated  an  affinity  for  ANODYNE.  This  chemotherapeutic 
agent  has  been  destined  for  scientific  use  ever  since  its  development  was  executed  in 
the  Bronx  High  School  of  Sciences  catacombs. 

CHEMISTRY:   Amyl  Cortico  Tert  Iso  Vinyl  Ethanol. 

INDICATIONS:  Scientists  plan  to  combine  Bob®  with  another  element  and  it  is  hoped 
eventually  that  the  copper  contained  can  be  complexed.  This  process  may  be  delayed 
because  Bob®  will  be  used  in  medical  or  graduate  school  laboratories  on  an  experi- 
mental basis  first.

CLINICAL  INDICATIONS:  Dave®  has  not  as  yet  been  used  in  combination  with  any 
other  pharmaceuticals.  It  has,  however,  been  predicted  that  Dave®  has  potentialities 
of  being  extremely  compatible.

INDICATIONS:  The  future  of  Harv®  is  not  definite  as  of  now.  This  product  may  be  used 
either  in  retail  or  industrial  pharmacy,  depending  upon  some  final  titrations  and  diag- 
nostic tests. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  Harv®  was  very  miscible  with  general  chemistry,  thereby  making 
it  suitable  as  a  pharmacological  antagonist  for  monkey  poisoning.  His  compatibility 
with  general  chemistry  was  demonstrated  most  distinctly  by  long  talks  with  Ma. 

CAUTION:  This  product  must  not  be  stored  in  a  desiccator  unless  the  water  level  is  at 
least  two  inches  above  the  CaC!  ■  granules. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS:  Extensive  double-blind  crossover  studies  are  in  progress  to  de- 
termine its  co-solvency  with  parataxic  situations,  and  with  the  precursors  to  the  pen- 
taerythritol  synthesis.

CONTRAINDICATIONS:  Some  of  its  future  effects  are  difficult  to  pinpoint.  However, 
syndromes  which  may  be  precipitated  by  exposure  to  plants  should  be  avoided.

Ease  of  manufacture 
makes  Marty®  very  efficient.  Plans  have  been  made  to  use  Marty  in  combination  with 
Linda. 

ACTION:  Marty®  has  been  found  valuable  in  treatment  of  plant  diseases  and  for  most 
problems  which  are  pharmaceutically  physical.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  Marty®  is 
easily  dispensed. 

SIDE  EFFECTS:  This  drug  is  not  to  be  used  in  hospital  pharmacies  as  it  could  cause 
severe  anaphalactic  shock. 

DOSAGE  AND  ADMINISTRATION:   One  tablet  twice  daily  for  psychic  energizing.

DESCRIPTION:  Originally  formulated  in  the  New  Dorp  laboratories,  Don®  has  been 
transported  daily  by  boat  to  the  college.  He  has  on  occasion  been  associated  with 
Bill5  and  White  Gloves®. 

CHEMISTRY:  Scopolamine  Propyl  Ergonovine  Ethyl  Dapsone 

INDICATIONS:  Presently  being  used  in  a  retail  capacity  and  in  medical  supply 
houses,  Don®  is  undergoing  testing  by  various  medical  school  labs.  It  is  now  act- 
ing as  a  single  entity  but  with  further  experimentation  it  is  quite  possible  a  feasible 
combination  may  be  discovered. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  The  best  use  for  Don®  at  the  present  time  is  that  of  an  ultra 
short  general  anesthetic  which  depresses  the  central  nervous  system.

It  is  now  believed  that  this  product  would  be  of  better 
value  in  the  industrial  area  of  pharmacy. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  When  mixed  with  physical  pharmacy,  Denny®  gives  a  favorable  re- 
sponse. He  forms  a  good  suspension  without  the  aid  of  surfactants,  which  enhance  its 
administration.

INDICATIONS:  Jerry®  is  now  being  tested  at  the  retail  level  but  will  be  examined 
for  possible  use  in  the  industrial  area  in  the  near  future.  Jerry®  will  be  combined 
with  Gerry  and  hopefully  the  pure  threo  compound  will  be  produced.  Resolution 
should  show  this  to  have  a  very  high  ED50. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  Reactions  towards  plants  are  favorable.  Compatibility  with  many 
organic  solvents  and  other  organic  medicinals  is  of  a  high  degree. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS:  Some  of  its  characteristics  do  not  permit  the  use  of  Jerry® 
in  hospitals.  A  quantitative  determination  of  this  structure  is  difficult  due  to  its 
extreme  reactivity.

Thence,  doctorial  study 
in  the  pharmacological  field. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS:  Use  with  care  in  the  presence  of  any  plant.  WARNING:  Do 
not  use  if  one  has  a  history  exhibiting  acrophobia. 

DOSE:  Use  daily  as  directed  for  superior  results  in  almost  any  malady.

DESCRIPTION:  Leather  covered  containers  must  be  used  in  transporting  this  entity 
from  upper  Manhattan.  Organic  synthesis  was  begun  on  Delly®  in  the  George  Wash- 
ington labs.  Upon  checking  its  complex  ring  structure,  Delly®  was  placed  in  the 
AZO  family  of  drugs  and  was  employed  in  a  regulatory  capacity. 

CHEMISTRY:  Griesofulvin  Aminosalicylic  Benzoic  Bemegride  Yohimbone 

INDICATIONS:  Presently  being  used  in  a  retail  pharmacy,  Delly®  will  later  be  studied 
for  further  diversification  at  an  unnamed  medical  laboratory.  Recently  this  moiety 
was  merged  with  Jeanette  to  form  what  is  reputed  to  be  one  of  the  most  stable 
combinations  known  to  man.

CHEMISTRY:   Bishydroxycoumarin  Fructose  Warfarin 

INDICATIONS:  At  the  present  time,  Buddy®  is  being  employed  in  a  junior  capacity  in 
retail  pharmacy.  It  is  hoped  that  this  drug  will  eventually  be  used  in  hospital  pharma- 
cies or  as  a  full-fledged  multipurpose  moiety  in  retail. 

ACTION  AND  USES:  Buddy®  has  been  found  to  be  photosensitive  when  exposed  to 
physical  pharmaceutical  uses  but  when  properly  protected  is  extremely  well  suited 
for  easy  dispensing. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS:  This  molecular  fragmentation  should  not  be  administered 
with  any  plant  material  and  all  attempts  at  quantitative  analysis  have  been  to  no  avail.

CONTRAINDICATIONS:  This  agent  is  a  select  entity.  It  does  not  mix  well  with  any 
type  of  examination. 

DOSAGE:  Two  tablespoonfuls  three  times  daily  for  diarrhea.  L.M.O.O.H.

(Harv®)  C.P.S. 

DESCRIPTION:  Being  one  of  the  most  active  products  in  the  AZO  family  of  related 
structures,  Harv®  has  been  employed  in  a  directorum  role.  After  synthesis  was 
completed  at  the  Stuyvesant  labs,  it  was  decided  that  this  Brooklyn  extract  would 
be  used  in  a  chemical  evaluation  capacity. 

STRUCTURE:  Hexyl  Arabinic  lodo  Riboflavin 

INDICATIONS:  This  isomer  may  be  used  in  an  experimental  role  in  research  when 
indicated  that  it  should  assume  a  place  in  teaching  and  clarifying  many  obscure 
theories.  It  has  been  shown  that  Harv®  is  useful  in  Intra  Phrenic  Surface  Factor 
phenomena.

CLINICAL  EXPERIENCE:  Howie®  has  recently  been  combined  with  Isabel  which 
seems  to  make  the  drug  more  compatible.  Although  Howie®  is  presently  used  ex- 
tensively at  the  retail  level,  plans  are  being  made  for  large  scale  marketing  campaigns.

Work  is  now  underway  to  combine  Marty® 
with  Cheryl.  This  is  expected  to  be  effected  by  June  of  1967. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  Marty®  is  useful  in  the  physical  and  dispensing  applications  of 
pharmaceutical  practice.  It  has  also  been  used  as  a  tranquilizer  in  administrative 
conditions. 

PRECAUTIONS:  This  compound  is  of  little  value  in  organic  conditions  and  is  also  con- 
traindicated  in  physiologic  conditions.

It  acted  as  a  tester  substance  responsible  for  screening  poten- 
tial compounds  for  the  D.S.T.  class. 

CHEMISTRY:  Amino  Glucosyl  Methyl  Amido  Nitrate 

INDICATIONS:  Presently  very  active  in  the  retail  field  of  pharmacy,  Harold®  will  be 
used  either  in  this  area  or  that  of  a  hospital  in  the  future.  When  it  was  condensed 
with  Barbara  in  December,  a  useful  as  well  as  stable  compound  resulted. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  Previous  studies  of  this  moiety  have  shown  that  the  activity  was 
at  a  satisfactory  level  directly  attributed  to  the  marketing  and  economics  involved 
in  its  promotion.  Harold®  may  be  dispensed  easily  due  to  its  rapid  solubility.

CHEMISTRY:   Tuamine  Acetyl  Levo  Lidocaine 

ACTIONS:  Bob®  has  been  found  to  be  of  great  use  in  the  treatment  of  certain  athletic 
syndromes  such  as  basketball  dribble.  This  drug  has  also  been  found  to  be  widely  ac- 
ceptable for  promotion  in  retail  pharmacy. 

PHARMACOLOGY:  Due  to  its  ability  to  rotate  the  plane  of  polarized  light,  it  has  been 
found  to  be  extremely  helpful  in  the  treatment  of  biochemical  dysfunctions  and  is 
especially  helpful  in  the  treatment  of  ailments  found  in  certain  hospitals.

CLINICAL  EXPERIENCE:  Henry®  is  useful  in  retailing  but  could  prove  to  be  of  greatest 
value  to  industrial  processes  due  to  its  ease  of  manufacture.  It  does  produce  muscle 
spasms  as  would  be  expected  to  occur  if  you  crane  your  neck.  However  this  condition 
persists  for  only  a  short  time. 

INDICATIONS:  This  product  is  extremely  useful  where  underlying  factors  are  phili- 
sophical  in  nature  or  where  there  is  extreme  horror  and  loss  of  wits.  Henry®  is  es- 
pecially useful  in  the  treatment  of  upper  respiratory  diseases  occurring  in  the  sum- 
mer months.

Institute.  This  compound  falls  in  the  family  of  AZO  dyes  and  has  been  highly  rec- 
commended  by  the  APHA  for  its  clinical  use. 

CHEMISTRY:  Carboxy  Amino  Methyl  Ethinyl  Levarterenol 

CLINICAL  CHARACTERISTICS:  Paul®  has  been  used  in  a  variety  of  official  capaci- 
ties and  this  will  be  most  assuredly  true  in  the  future.  It  is  also  expected  to  be 
of  use  in  the  research  of  other  pharmaceuticals. 

INDICATIONS:  Paul®,  through  extensive  clinical  testing,  has  been  found  to  be  ex- 
tremely useful  in  the  physical  practice  of  pharmacy,  especially  if  the  malady  has 
been  pinpointed  as  a  speech  defect  associated  with  the  ARDELL  syndrome.

CHEMISTRY:  Oxyphenbutazone  Bishydroxycoumarin  Edrophonium  Sulfamethoxypy- 
ridazine  Eugenol 

INDICATIONS:  There  is  speculation  that  this  pharmacaphor  will  be  used  in  a  retail 
capacity.  However,  due  to  some  hidden  properties,  industry  may  do  well  to  look 
into  the  latent  potentiality  of  this  drug.

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Special  Projects  Program. 

The  term  project  infers  a  proposal  of  something  to  be  done.  Several  years  ago, 
a  proposal  was  made  to  institute  a  program  of  project  courses  geared  to  depth  in 
studies  concerning  the  various  fields  that  the  term  pharmaceutical  sciences  en- 
compasses. But,  it  was  not  until  this  year  that  Dean  Kanig  emphasized  and  en- 
couraged students  to  seriously  consider  this  aspect  of  the  curriculum. 

We  all  know  only  too  well  that  there  is  no  substitute  for  experience.  Here  at 
C.P.S.,  senior  students  who  have  the  ability  and  exhibit  the  drive  may  familiarize 
themselves  with  techniques  used  in  graduate  schools.  By  participating  in  this  pro- 
gram, a  student  receives  close  guidance  while  pursuing  problems  in  various  areas. 

The  Projects  Program  is  divided  into  three  areas:  Pharmaceutics,  Pharma- 
cology, and  Microbiology. 

Assisting  in  the  program  of  Pharmaceutics  is  Dr.  Felmeister.  Under  his  gui- 
dance, Bruce  Friedman  is  engaged  in  a  study  in  emulsion  stability.  This  investi- 
gation involves  the  use  of  the  Betafuge  as  a  tool  to  measure  the  stability  and  ef- 
fect of  cationic  agents  in  emulsions  using  acacia  as  the  emulsifying  agent.  Paul 
Weiser  is  studying  the  aspects  of  the  "bubble"  as  it  applies  to  the  field  of  Pharma- 
ceutics. Robert  Gordon  is  working  under  the  auspices  of  Dean  Kanig  in  the  field 
of  Industrial  Pharmacy.  He  has  been  involved  in  the  investigation  of  the  use  of 
different  types  of  directly  compressible  vehicles  in  the  manufacturing  laboratory. 

In  the  Pharmacology  program,  Dr.  Merker  is  supervising  work  by  Mark  Ei- 
senstein  and  Harvey  Schlesinger.  The  effects  of  an  experimental  anti-cancer  drug, 
LDDM,  on  mitochondrial  swelling  and  enzymatic  processes  normally  associated 
with  mitochondria  are  being  investigated.  These  studies  are  designed  to  deter- 
mine the  extent  to  which  pharmacological  agents  can  alter  the  permeability  and 
hence  biochemical  function  of  cellular  organelles  that  are  involved  in  activities  es- 
sential for  the  maintenance  of  cell  viability.  Comparative  pharmacological  studies 
are  also  in  process.  In  these,  animals  of  lower  phylogenetic  scale  are  used  to  de- 
termine the  relative  sensitivities  of  essential  organs  to  the  effects  of  unique 
chemical  structures  that  are  not  biologically  active  in  higher  animals.  The  ration- 
ale for  these  studies  is  to  determine  the  absence  of  specific  receptor  sites  for 
dru'g  interactions.  Animals  in  the  lower  phylogenetic  scale  could  then  provide  to 
the  pharmacologist  specialized  bio-response  systems  not  presently  available  in 
higher  organisms.  These  systems  can  then  be  used  in  model  experiments  de- 
signed to  elucidate  the  nature  of  chemical  structures  which  can  effect  receptors 
in  higher  animals  and  man;  hence  to  provide  new  and  pharmacologically  import- 
ant drugs  for  use  in  man. 

In  the  field  of  Microbiology,  Dr.  Clausen  is  working  with  Raymond  Suckow, 
Frederick  Kamens,  John  DeBoyace,  and  Richard  Efman  on  a  project  involving 
all  of  us — air  pollution.  Suitable  organisms  were  prepared  with  the  intention  of 
subjecting  them  to  several  characteristic  environmental  gases  found  in  a  sample 
of  air.  These  organisms  were  first  standardized.  That  is  to  say,  their  growth  curve 
was  established  and  then  repeated  numerous  times  to  validate.  By  employing 
dilutions  of  known  strengths,  a  definite  relationship  was  established  between  the 
visual  plate  counting  methodology,  and  the  turbidity  of  the  same  solution  using 
a  spectrophotometer.  When  this  relationship  had  been  calculated  and  repeated 
several  times  for  duplicity,  the  project  could  then  proceed  to  the  Physical  Phar- 
macy laboratory  to  study  the  effects  of  gases  upon  the  organisms.  Raymond  Suc- 
kow and  Frederick  Kamens  determined  the  growth  rate  curves  for  Eschericia  coli 
while  John  DeBoyace  and  Richard  Efman  studied  Candida  albicans.
